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Hierarchy of success 
for job-seekers 


Success in finding a teaching job 
ic closely related to the type of 
M»urse a student takes, according to 
an unpublished survey by the 
Department of Education and 
Science. 

The report, winch was presented 
to the Government’s Advisory Cnnt- 
Sttee on die Supply and Training 
of Teachers, talks of a hierarchy 
of auccess” for students seeking 
jobs in 1977 - 

At the top were post graduate 
Certificate of Education Students 
from the universities. Then come 
the post graduate students outside 
the universities, followed by the 
Bachelor of Education students and 
those with Certificate* of Educa- 
tion. 

The figures for the four groups 
were respectively, 77 per cent suc- 
cess 70 per cent, 63 per cent and 
50_par cent. 

The survey covers all non-tuuver- 
dty Institutions of teacher training, 
ana the DES received replies to its 
Questionalre covering 89 per cent 
of &n estimated total output of 
32.900 students. 

Allowing for the institutions 
which did not reply and the 


Students whose fate was unknown, 
ebe survey estimates that 7,259 were 
unemployed und still seeking teach- 
ing posts at die end of last year. 

However, it says, the true figure 
isprobubiy higher si life those about 
whom nothing was known were 
likely to have been le** successful 
111 getting jobs. 

The position nf tliuse with BEds 
and Certificates of Education was 
worse than in the previous year. In 
§3 per cent of those with 
BEds found jobs cn in pared with 74 
per cent in 1976. Comparable 
figures for those with certificates 
were 50 per cent and 56 per cent. 
For postgraduate students the posi- 
tion was the same in both years. 

The proportion of those who took 
jobs outside teaching went up. 
"This may' indicate a greater will- 
ingness on the part of leavers who 
have fad-led to obtain teaching em- 
ployment to tuke up other forms 
of employment rather than remain 
unemployed." 

Physical education students had 
cho greatest difficulty in finding 
jobs. They were followed by Eng- 
lish and drama students, history, 
home economics and geography 
students.— THUS.

In Lancashire, long considered 
one of the leading oducation 
authorities, iliero wero 122 main- 
tained secondary schools of an 
average of about 1,000 pupils.

Change of

A 52-poim Code of Conduct which 
would be die basis for a General 
Teachers' Couincil was published 
yesterday by the National Associ- 
ation nf Head Teachers. 

Under it teachers would enter 
into detailed commitment* to the 
seven major constituent elements 
of the job — pupils, colleagues; par- 
ents, governors, employers, the com- 
munity and the profession itself. 

Misconduct or grave professional 
default relaiecd to ally of these 
areas of obligation would make 
tench l- is liable to be struck off 
the register of qualified teachers 
drawn up by the council. Offences 
which -might disqualify a teacher 
are : 

Abuse of alcohol or drugs which 
adversely affect Hie tocher’s per- 
formance of professional duties. 
Any act by a teacher wlvicli 
breaches the trust between 
teachers and parents end their 
children at tbe school. (For 
example, exertion of impropr in- 
fluences upon pupils or t-helr 
par-til’s family life ; sexual rela- 
tionship with' o pupil). 

Sexual misconduct with a coMcagtie 
which has nil adverse effect upon 
tile school or tfhe position of the 
teacher witfliin the school. 
Dishonesty, Including falsification of 
time -sheets, subsistence end ex- 
pense claims.

Under die heads' proposals the 
power now vesred in the Secretary 
bf State would bo transferred to 
the General Teaching Council. "Ihe 
association accepts the Weaver pro- 
posals that any teacher struck off 
should have the right of appeal ro 
the High Court or the judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council. 

The General Teaching Council 
would have two committees— a 
professional conduct, committee, 
with a disciplinary function, and a 
complaints committee, which would 
determine whether a cose should 
go before it. . 

Commitments to the profession 
which would be required oF teachers 
Include:-, respecting professional 
agreements negotiated by profes- 
sional associations, not misrepre- 
senting professional qualifications, 
not accepting gifts or favours which 
might Impair professional judgment 
and not engaging in gainful employ- 
ment outside the terms of contract 
which would adversely affect die 
teacher's standing with students, 
associates and the community. 

Mr David Hart, general secretary- 
designate of the National Associa- 
tion of Head Teachers, said that 
establlsliment of professional solf- 
government would not interfere 
-with the right of employers to take 
their own action - in cases of mis- 
conduct.

He is 45 now, married with four children, and 
became Cheshire’s director of education at 39, 
having moved into administration after a couple 
of years teaching.

Now he is the quiet boy in the very front row. 
In six years he lms emerged iu the top handful of 
the new generation of drier education officers, 
with -a string of other appointments. 

With almost excessive humility he confesses, 
“ I’ve been surprised at everything I’ve been 
asked to do.” Every time, he thinks, " tills time 
they’ll find out I’ve got feet of clay.” 

Mnrgarot Thatcher nominated lum to the Court 
Committee on Child Health Services, nnd his view 
ihut professionals from diffennu services should 
be prepared to share what they know with each 
other and with ordinary people cumc through 
clearly in the report. 

More recently, he has been appointed to repre- 
sent education on the Special Programmes Board 
of the Manpower Services Commission, which will 
oversee implementation of the Holland Report.

People who have u heady attended 
i he classes for some lime have pro- 
duced their own magazine, Write 
Hack, intended to encourage others 
hy showing them how mu oh pro- 
gross they have wuilc. It will help 
tn solve the problems facing tutors 
in choosing textbooks ; whether to 
opt for children's books in which 
the grammar is simple but the con- 
tent insulting to adult Intelligence, 
nr adult books where the standard 
of writing is too difficult. 

The in ng ail tic is the brainchild 
of adult education tutors in Clwyd 
and i.s being financed by Clwyd 
County Council, although it is avail- 
able ro learners throne hour Wales. 

All rhe articles in it are written 
by people attending adult illiteracy 
classes and describe their jobs, ex- 
periences, and the doubts mid prob- 
lems they faced in deciding whether 
to admit to their reading problems 
ami seek help. 


The deputy director nf ediicAliun 
for Dyfcd, Mr 1). C. Jones, said: 
“ The magazine wa«s started tn offer 
ii possible soluiian to a number of 
problems facing the .uJiiIl illiteracy 
programme. 

*' The first wits l he m uteri uj.s that 
were available Tor lessons did not 
really motivate the students to mkc 
tin interest because they were either 
loo simple or dealt with things 
completely outside their experi- 
ence.

Assertions by some university dons 
vh ot the N and 1 ? examinations 
priipuvcd by the Sell mils Council 
would require degree courses to l»e 
extended n» four years aro rejected 
by Dr Clifford Bit Her, vice-chancel- 
lor of Loughborough University in 
his animal report, 

Last week the Standing Confer- 
ence on University Entrance pub- 
lished reports from its physics and 
English group members claiming 
N and P would make a four year 
course inevitable. Other reports on 
chemistry mid maths have voiced 
doubts about (lie proposals (TJES, 
March, 17). 

Dr Butler recognizes that under 
rite N and F scheme less ground 
will be covered in each subject 
but feels rite effect of this could 
be minimized by the introduction 
of core syllabuses. “ No doubt first 
year university courses would have 
to be modified somewhat to match 
a new school system of courses. J 
do not agree however, with the view 
often expressed that the dhauges 
involved in N and F themselves 
will require hM university courses 
to be extended by one year... In 
my experience as a physics teacher 
learning is not a linear process 
with time.” 

If N and F is adopted. Dr Butler 
adds, universities should be flexible 
in the way they operate die system. 
Instead of three subjects ut Normal 
and two ut Further level, medical 
students could perilous be expected 
to cope with three Fs mid two Ns. 
Other variants would be four Fs 
with one O level or throe Fs, one 
N and one O level, 

• Manchester University History 
Department lias asked other history 
departments in the country what 
they think about the N and 'F level 
plans and most have replied that 
they accept the need to broaden 
the sixth form course but have mis- 
givings about the dentils of the 
proposals.

1976. 

Comments hy education authori- 
ties, teacher unions and political 
parties have n 1 ready been widely 
reported, but the resume gives some 
indication of the trend nf rite less 
publicized contributions to the 
I debate. 

The churches, for example, " lnr- 
, gely approved of a now system 
winch would offer great cr upportun 
ity for all children”, while wade 
unions and community groups 
"made strong representations for a 
nousoicctlve system to he intro- 
i cluccd as soon us possible. . . . They 
sought the emergence of a compre- 
hensive system uf sellouts offering 
broader educational opportunities 
for disadvantaged children." 

District councils in the main wel- 
comed the move towards non-selec- 
tivo schools, though some sutd dint 
a decision on reorganisation would 
not be taken hy a devolved govern* 
meat. Others wanted to postpone 
a decision pending careful examina- 
tion of secondary education in Bri- 
tain. 

Submissions from school manage- 
ment committees and parents’ as so-, 
clarions tended ro support the stance 
adopted by the type of school with 
whddh they were connected, the re- 
port says. Those from grammar 
schools opposed reorganization and 
those from primary and secondary 
schools mostly favoured u non-sulec- 
tive system. 

Opposition to the' Cowan sugges- 
tions of parallel 11 to 16 and 11 to 
18 schools and tailoring reorganiza- 
tion to existing buildings united the 
pro and auti-comprchcnslve lobbies.

Tho problem is immense.

During the 
past decade between 30,000 and 
40,000 people a year have moved 
to Sweden ami figures for die first 
nino months of lasj year were up 
17 per cent lo 34,700. 

Currently, 8-2 per cent of com- 
prohensive pupils and 5.2 per cent 
nf those at the upper secondary 
level are imniisnmts. Among the 
seven lo 16-yeyr-ulds, Finns are the 
largest group (39 per cent) wim 
Yugoslavs (7.5 per cent), Danes and 
Norwegians (7.5 per cent jointly) 
and Germans (3.5 per cent) also 
well represented. Other .sizable 


groups include Spaniards, Unions, 
Turks, Hungarians, Poles nnd 
Greeks. 

Recruiting sufficient nalivu lan- 
guage teachers has been one nf the 
biggest problem*. Although num- 
bers have risen from 605 m 2,045 
in (ho jiast five years, only four in 
flvo teacher* have had post-second- 
ary cdticution and only two in five 
have been to teacher training col- 
lege. Only otic quarter had taught 
abroad. 

Also, over half of teachers work 
in tho three largest cities— Stock- 
holm, Guth on burg und Mai mil— and, 
boenuso as many oa 50 foreign lan- 
guages huve to be covered, work is 
oflon part-time. The average, native 
l.inguugu toucher works only 19 
teaching hours a week. 

However; Inst autumn saw tho 
Introduction of special courses 
uimed at young immigrants ut many 
of tho teacher [ruining colleges and 
it is liopud to glvo others in-se trice 
training. 

Another problem has been teach- 
ing Swedish to adult immigrants. By 
iaw nil immigrants nrc entitled to 
240 hours* freo tuition, in Swedish 
but a recent report by the Con- 
federation of . Trade Unions’ immi- 
gration council estimates that only 
one-half of migrant workers have 
received it. 

Despite the difficulties, *11 poli- 
tical parties are backing the 
immigrants' causo and it was .Mr 
Thorbj&rn F&lldiu's centre-right 
coalition widcli last year created 
Sweden’s first Cabinet-ranking Min-! 
ister for Immigration. 

Outside parliament, however, 1977 
also saw racial skirmishes between 
Swedish and Turkish youths in sev- 
end towns. It has not rouc nih 
noticed that the Turks are also we 
most educationally belated.

This was .suggested some years 
ago In a major reuort entitled 
Future Involvement of Religions in 
Education. Religious spokesmen do 
admit that olumgce are taking 
place, and that they arc looking at 
their role hi education. 

On the first icvul, tho closures 
are not all that wo trying except in 
Dublin’s city centre where they are 
another symptom uf inner city 
decay. Most of the first level clo- 
sures arc of foe paying private pri- 
mary schools. 

The main concern is In the 
second level area where there nre 
about 517 Catholic schools catering 
for about two- thirds of the school 
population. 

The problem, has arisen because 
of : the drumutic increase in 

numbers attending schools ; tne 
shift in population tu the larger 
cities nnd the decrease m new 
vocations. Although there arc about 
ns many religious now as there were 
20 years ago, their numbers oru 
bring expumied over a wider edu- 
cational field because of increased 
enrolment.

example — is mao linked with the 
properties or the universe at large. 

Eddington, in the early 30s, wns 
the first io try to establish this 
connexion, h lit uulromimtrely there 
was then tuu little str.uv with which 
to make durable bricks. In those 
days, little was known about the 
laws of physics. For example, 
nobody knew literally the first 
tiling ahum the reasons why 
neutrons uml protons are liciu 
together in the nuclei of atoms.. 

Only in tile mid -I *J30s did people 
start guessing m the existence of 
whin is now called the strong 
nuclear force, to distinguish it from 
that involved in tliy conversion of 
no hi mas into protons (with the 
emission of an electron as in beta- 
mdiouciiviiy > which is called the 
weak nuclear force (because It is 
weak .although nut us weak as 
gravitational attract ion). 

Three quite separate lines of 
inquiry hove made the connexion 
between the small •aralt 1 laws of 
physics ami the properties of the 
universe at large suddenly moro 
fuslilnimlilo.

as indivisible lumps of 
nuclear matter), then extended (10 
years ago) by the addition of a 
fourth quark to the original list of 
three so as to make the theory 
more symmetrical and now splen- 
didly confirmed by the discovery 
of tne new property of matter called 
(for want of a better name) clnirm. 

The second stimulus of interest 
is experimental. For the past three 
years, the high-cuergy accelerators 
have been turning out a stream of 
unexpected data which has lent 
point to the supposition that there 
must be something in the universe 
at large that accounts for the 
curious behaviour of the small- 
scale laws of physics. 

Not at least is the discovery in 
the post few months, in experiments 
at Stanford Universitv and in Ham- 
burg, of what appears to be n third 
version of the electron. Hitherto, 
the electron bus had a first cousin 
called the tmi-meson (ro uglily 200 
times as massive) for which nobody 
has been able to invent an explana- 
tion. Now. it seems there is yet 
another pur tide whose properties 
nppeur identical with those of the 
electron except that it is 1,450 times 
as massive.

Tony Beefier and Stuart Mad ure 
examine the virtues 
as well as the drawbacks 
of the trend towards 
school-based curriculum 
development 


Because of the obvious limitations of the 
subject-based forms of curriculum 
development, ami because the English 
educational system docs not iend itself 
to coherent forms of system-bused 
development, much recent curriculum 
development has concentrated on the 
school level. A new head, or an old head 
invigorated by new enthusiasm, gathers 
round him a staff prepared l.o thiuk col- 
lectively about the needs of the pupils in 
their care, mid devise and apply to the 
school a curriculum they deem appro- 
priate. 

Many of the obvious examples concern 
attempts to devise new curricula in new 


schools. For instance, n former Schools 
Council joint secretary, Geoffrey Cook- 
sey, took ilie tabula rasa of the limeiable 
for Lite schools on the Summnbnry cam- 
pus at the new town of Milton Keynes, 
in Buckinghamshire, ami assembled a 
programme of study and activity which 
draws together in a new package both 
the fruit of development undertaken 
elsewhere and custom-built self -instruc- 
tional study ittmcrials. 

Ills job was to plan a curriculum for 
local children which reflected both their 
needs and the strengths mid skills of his 
staff. The school had to fit into the larger 
framework of the public curriculum for 
English secondary schools — that is, a 
sizable proportion of the pupils had to he 
enabled to succeed in public examinations 
and find their way tit rhe appropriate 
level into post-secondary institutions, and 
those who finished their education at 16 
ought to get reasonable jobs. 

Such eclectic and locally relevant cur- 
riculum development is much mare likely 
to penetrate the individual classroom and 
be accepted by the individual teuchcr 
than anything engineered by remote con- 
trol. It capitalizes on both the skill of 
professional curriculum developers and 
the personal convictions of the teachers 


directly concerned. Within lh , , 
circumstances of a new school a f 1 '' 
tent, integrated programme of 
•all kinds of school activities ^" 
planned to fit predetermined C( i ,J 
goals. 

But school-based curriculum devd 

I"™! “ lso , cl ™ly •hows how tut 
Iieud of it school itnd his staff— teml 
incumbents of a public institution 
able and encouraged to stamp tlieirT 
values on a school.

U nlso tends to obscure the ^ 
importance of the value judgmj 
Implicit in curriculum development. Lib 
oilier forms of piecemeal developin' 
school-based reform enables the sysie 
to change little by little, a bounds 
extended a few yards here, a quij 
strategic withdrawal to mi earlier bast 
line there. It enables apparently scaci* 
lous innovations to become familiar; i 
fits into the established English patten 
whereby nlmosL any outrage becomes i 


tradition if it cun be nursed through 
infancy. 

But heightened interest in curriculum 
development has led to new challenges 
to tho traditional consensus ; those who 
reject the social status quo criticize the 
sifting process by which schools main- 
tain it. The politicization of the curricu- 
lum debate is a direct reflection of the 
politici/ulioii of oilier aspects of social 
policy. 

There is no way »»f insulating educa- 
tion against this, even were it desirable 
to do so. Indeed the present agencies of 
curriculum control and development were 
brought into existence to make sure that 
what happens in school is responsive to 
just this kind of transformation within 
the social environment, and to disco vet- 
new conventions strong and flexible 
enough to contain and harness the 
potentially explosive forces thus released. 

School-based development , may also 
' avoid the issue of wbero responsibility 
for tho curriculum is to lie. Take, for 
instance, the value attributed In one 
school to competition, and the assumed 
antithetical value which another places 
on cooperation. 

The typical progressive head will play 


down .such iL'iniiuiith of the uncial 
regime us form orders, murks and school 
prizes ; li is classes will be unstreamed 
and work organized on u group basis as 
far us possible, where the strong cun help 
the weak. A more traditionally minded 
head will attempt to carry into the com- 
prehensive school the expectations of the 
granunur school : (to will maintain that 
streaming is necessary to efficient class 
teaching, und that competition brings the 
best out of pupils as they strive for 
apprnvui and good murks. 

Neither head necessarily reflects the 
views of his pupils' putenus — though, 
because many parents have a mental 
stereotype of school which more nearly 
resembles the vision of the traditionalist, 
they ure more likely to revolt, against die 
progressive. -But there is still a doubt in 
principle about whose wilt should be 
imposed on whom. 

Nor is it only in respect of political or 
social philosophy that difficulties inay 
arise. There is die more general objec- 
tion that school-based curriculum devel- 
opment reflects the limitations of sym- 
pathy, understanding and cultural bcnL 
(not to mention technical skill in course 
construction and preparation of class- 
room materials) of the handful of individ- 


ual teachers who happen to form the 
directing group at the top of the school.. 
What if these sympathies and under-' 
stundings arc too narrow, or if the collec- 
tive cultural orientation is unbalanced or 
eccentric? 

In terms of curriculum development, 
important issues hinge on the range of 
choices which individual pupils arc 
offered at critical stages in the second- 
ary school course. The teaching profes- 
sion is orientated towards academic study 
rather than the world of work : towards 
pure science rutlicr than upplied science ; . 
towards the arts and social sciences 
rather than technology and crufts ; 
towards die reproduction of its own spe- 
cies rather than the creation of a new 
generation of weal tit-producing engineers 
and' entrepreneurs. 

There is enough truth in this, argu- 
ment to suggest that even when teachers 
think they arc planning the curriculum 
on objective “ educational ” ground*, they 
are shaping It in a way which, begs a 
wide range of questions, some of which 
may be of great significance to the 
national life as a whole. Leaving individ- 
ual teachers to settle what should bo 
done relieves everybody else of the re- 
sponsibility, but does not necessarily help 
the education system most, effectively to 
contribute to the solution of national 
problems. 

There is, of course, the saving grace 


ihui schools are splendidly ineffectual 
institutions, and that, exposure to uny 
particular political or educational ideol- 
ogy at school can lead to diametrically 
opposite attitudes and values in later life. 
Bul they become even less effectual if 
the school's curriculum and the teachers' 
ideology is so controversial diat eventu- 
ally parents and the local community 
cannot stomach it. If children arc token 
away and sent to other schools, there is 
inconvenience for parents and children 
alike. . . 

Dissension in the staffroom under- 
mines the efficiency of die school, even 
within the terms of its own ideology. Tit 
the ensuing muddle and mud-sliuging, 
reputations are destroyed and public and 
private persons behave in ways which do 
.them less than credit. The results of such 
curricular shambles can be seen in the 
unhappy stories of Risinghill, in North 
London, in . the 1960s and Summorhlll, 
In Aberdeen, in the 1970s — schools in 
which the local education authorities 
with great dnripg appointed controver- 
sial heads whose educational philosophies 
were likely to arouse at least initial, and 
perhaps lasting, hostility ; and Inter 
refused to supimrt them — perhaps rightly 
— when difficulties arose among staff.

Did the American ‘Head: tart' programme really fail? 


Donald Peters argues that, though it may have had no significant effect on children’s performance in school, it has ultimately proved to be 

a major factor in increasing the confidence and competence of parents 



Do parents have a rote in the formal 
education of their children, and In gov- 
erning the schools? More and more par- 
ents in, the United State* do— and what 
they are doing makes a difference. 

Although in America, schools have 
always been locally con trolled through an 
elected school board, parents generally 
. have been relegated to the role of encour- 
aging their youngsters to take full advan- 
tage of what the schools have to offer. 

' Tins . traditional role still exists, but 
because of receni legislation, a new chal- 
lenge has been set for parents and 
schools alike. Parents have emerged as 
active partners in the educational enter- 
prise. 

The new partnership has been cemen- 
ted by government mandate. During the 
last IS years early childhood education 
legislation has clearly specified the 
involvement of ; parems in the educational 
programme for their children. Within 
Headstart, for example, the parent is 
seen as the principal influence in the 
cli] Id’* education and development, and 
each local programme must provide for 
parent participation in the planning and 
implementation of Its activities. 

This includes selecting and hiring tea- 
ching staff, the curriculum, and other 
educational issues. The parent committee 
chairpersons signs off with the pro- 
gramme director, on all funding renewal 
proposals. Similarly, the Federal Inter- 
agency Day Care Requirements, which 
define the sumdurds for nil state and 
federal funded dny care in the United 
States, require that parents “have the 


opportunity to become Involved in .decl- . 
6lon» conceyning tba natqr*fendf:ioprica- 
flops' oE the ^oy Cfltfo feciHty.” 



Most retently, the Education of the 
Handicapped Act of 1975 requires that 
parents participate in the development 
of, and sign approval for, their child’s 
Individual educational plan. The law also 
establishes an advocacy-appeals proce- 
dure for ull educational decisions made 
about the child. School officials must 
explain and justify to parents all cduca- 

• llonal - decisions affuctiug their children, 
and taka into account parents’ desires in 
a particular situation.

environment, anti particularly their par- 
ents, failed to provide the stimulation 
necessary for proper growth and deve- 
lopment. -Parents needed to be taught by 
professionals how to care' for and' teach 
their children. 

The parent, particularly ihe mother, 
was seen as having three functional role. 1 : 
in relation to her child. She was respon- 
sible for keeping rhe child healthy, happy, 
comfortable and safe (the maternal role) ; 
for transmitting skills and knowledge ro 
the child (the teaching role) ; and for in- 
suring the socialization and positive men- 
tal health of the child (the therapeutic 
role). Parent education programmes were 
established to teach the mother to better 
meet one or more of these responsibilities. 

Later, parent advisory committees be- 
came required; Communication became a 
two-way process, with the parents- advis- 
ing the professional teachers on such mat- 
ters as the particular skills that they wan- 
ted taught to their children, ways of mak- 
ing the values taught in the home nnd the 
school more consistent, and on ways to 
maintain the ethnic and cultural pluralism 
they desired. 

Parents became active in the classroom, 
nnd teachers learned to use parents’ tal- 
ents to diversify and strengthen their edu- 
cational programmes. Parents became 
active participants in their children’s edu- 
cation. 

Later still, parents became involved in 
the decision-making process at all lev- 
els. Current terminology suggests parents 
should have “ parity ” with professionals 
— that is, an equal voice and equal power. 
Indeed, the Child and Family Services 
Act, wfeiqh ‘ 

gx'tws, cafla c 

per cent or more of the members of the 
councils that approve policy, curriculum 
and other basic elements of these pro- 
grammes.” The Education for the Huitdi- 
caped Act provides an equal position for 
parents when decisions arc bring made 
for their children. 

_ What effects huve this partnership had? 
Recent research findings indicate tho 
benct ts of the partnership. Cumulative 
experience with programmes like Head- 
start, now In Us thirteenth year of opera- 
1 , uioro than 10 million graduates,' 

and Project Follow-through, which ex- 
tends Headstart principles aud pro-, 
grammes Into, the early elementary grades, 
show the value of developing a consistent 
homo/ school relationship. •* • 

For oxamplo, lirie Bronfetibrenner In 
his monograph Is Early Intervention 
Effective ? concludes : "The evidence In- 
dicates that the family is the most effec- 
tive and economical system for fostering 
.sustaining the development of the- 
child . . . without family, involvement any 
effects of intervention, '. at least in the- 
cognitive sphere, appear. to erode rapidly 
once the program fends, In contrast, the 
involvement of parents as partners in the

faltering economy. Yet, administrators 
have found that when parents are deeply 
involved in u programme, they arc potent 
advocates. Their multiple voices raised 
in support of a programme can make the 
difference between its survival or its 
demise. 

Heads | art, again, makes an interesting 
rase in point. In 1969, after publication 
of the Westing house study that indicated 
that Headstart did not seeui to be accom- 
plishing Its objectives of Increasing the 
school performance of- the children en- 
rolled, and when funds for the program me 
were being drained away by the Viet 
Nam war, the continuation of the pro- 
gramme was dn jeopardy. Yet by this 
time some two million children had been 
through the programme, and an estimated 
88 to 90 uer cent Of the parents felt their 
children had definitely benefited from the 
programme. 

These parents rallied to its support. 
They wrote to their Congressmen and re- 
ceived broad public support through the 
newspapers. The groundswcll of public 
support, coupled with the optimism of 
the child development and early educa- 
tion professionals, helped to suve Head- 
start. 

Headstart did more thun tench children 
their colours. It brought many formerly 
powerless parents into tho mainstream, 
and taught them how to make n differ- 
ence in their own lives and the lives of 
their children. 

At another level, bringing the parent 
into partnership with the professional 
educator has increased the und erst an ding 
of both about their relationships with

the Too: the view, that is, that there 
exists mi tctvdci illy and imlepen- 
tlcntly an objective order of values 
which we can reengnive and to 
wliich wo in list submit.

Lewis was clearly very angry 
about the shoddy thinking to be 
found in ceriuln — unnamed — text- 
books, and lie is us much concerned 
to rout the oilier side as to defend 
Ids own position. In his presenta- 
tion of Ihe case he is defending 
sanity, good sense, morality, human 
values; while the opposition are 
crass, uu intelligent, ami-human. I 
am in general sympathy wilh what 
Lewis is saying, l>m think that he 
would have lost nothing by being 
rather more fair to the other side. 
To win all your games six-love six- 
love suggests that die opponent is 
playing with a sabotaged racket, 

who, iliOii, is the enemy? lie 
first appears in ih* guise of the 
English teacher who iliiuks dial Ills 
function is in debunk advertising- 
copy pmse fur h« superficiality and 
inuccuiacy. An imiureiu anil al- 
ways necessary task one might 
think. But only, insists Lewis, if it 
is nccnni pa nied ami sustained by a 
concern for positive values. Any 
fool ru.i debunk, hut the task nf tho 
teacher "is nut in cut down jungles 
hut 'u irrigate desert s.” it is more 
Imprwtimt to open minds i«» the per- 
ception of values limit to lie for 
ever cutting down the dwarf to size*.

{ 'oungcr end of secondary school*, 
t fa an anthology of 190 pnems mid 
over 100 anecdotal prose excerpts, 
uil of which read com fort ably and 
naturally nnd make good sense on 
one hearing. The editor believes 
i hat assemblies arc most effective 
when arranged with specific know- 
ledge of local conditions i epical 
events and the children for tv I nun 
the assembly exists. 

ConseijuiMiily he dues mu provide 
ready-made assemblies hut only 
notes on how ihu passages may 
bo - linked ; dramatically, together. - 
with on ensuy-usod cross-rcforence 
index. It is on inspiring collection 
— humorous without being flippant, 
dignified without being pompous. 
Us careful use will lend to rich 
and stimulating assemblies rlmr 
will both bu Interest iiiM in them- 
selves and also load in follnw-up 
work in the classroom. It is only 
a pity Lit jl the lists of siigHe.Meil 
hymns and recorded music are an 
brief. 

hi complete contrast are two 
much shun cr books for the lenders 
»f secondary schnnl . assemblies. 
AtfemA/to for Seniors nnd Tuesday 
Again/ ‘i’liwrfBy Again! leads us 
into the realms of posters, p»p, 
giii tars rtnd gimmicks. H takes its 
title from tho author's regular 
Monday afternoon . thought, when 
responsible for Tuesday assembly: 
Oh no, tomorrow’s Tuesday 
again I ” This Is not a reassuring 
admission, coming from a national 
religions adviser and former head 
of religious education, hut : ns Mr 
Castle points out : “ This book is 
a convenience book, It is intended 


for busy teachers. . . . Readings 
nnd prayers are given in full and 
no other honk is necessary. Only 
four LP records have been referred 
to in the whole hook.” 

As this implies, it Is ail ideal 
book for those who want to mount 
trendy assemblies (on themes Hke 
“Who are you?” and ‘'Christ rules— 
OK?”) that require little prepara- 
tion or involvement. lit nil but the 
most caring frauds, Tuesday Again ! 
with its snippetty passages, glib 
comments and reliance oil ‘'Glen 
Campbell's Twenty Golden Greats" 
(there’s uplifting music for you) 
will devalue both assembly and 
religion. 

Like this book, Assemblies for 
Seniors contains over 3D pre- 
fabricated assemblies, albeit slightly 
more up-mnrket ones. Here the 
themes Include world religions. 
Christian Festivals, faith nnu 
(Inevitably) social issues such ns 
drugs, war and rad al prejudice. 
Each assembly includes one or two 
very short readings nnd suggests 
records, a variety of iiyntus nnd 
some amazingly undiamutic, semi- 
scripted drama. 

.Obviously these two books might 
load to worth while assemblies, 
Unfortunately both demonstrate 
that by trying to be “easy” or 
''accessible'*, it is all ton easy to 
be superficial ; ami thut it is more 
difficult to invest i\ ready-made 
assembly with sincerity tituii it is 
to construct your own. 

Sincerity is evident in Assembling, 
a collection of a hundred " thoughts 
for rhe day ". Ai-J are original, many 
fluue genuinely thought. provoking. 

I hey are offered in The hope ihui 
they will serve as *• talks" at lIio 
ten i re of ussembly, uitd that around 
them the leader tuny, arrange his 
uwn ohoice- of mvwio, 1 .hymn* and' 
prayers. Intended for 11 to lG-vear 
odds, they will work well where 
there is n sympathetic ui mn sphere— 
but It: must he admitted Hint otic or 
two nro a little naive. Wore uguiu, 
the weakest point, is iho list of sug- 
gested music— 20 fairly hackneyed 
pieces ranging from the unqualified 
suggestion : .- '* Messiah — [[and cl *’ 
(nor, I hope, nil of it) to Vivaldi’s 
{7»u'* .Semu and Kine Klein e 
Nuchtmusik (prnsuimilviy for dark 
wlitiei* momtiiRx). 

Much more weighty (quite liter- 
illy) in Words for Worship, now ro- 
Issued in iMporback. 450 pages con- 
tutu over 800 prayers, Bible readings 
end secular passages. It’s a hit 
public school oriented (it would cer- 
tainly he very suitable for carrying 
plnng grammar school corridors) but 
it is (in another sense) comprehen- 
sive and very good value.

Christianity while 
refusing to take seriously three 
quarters of the Christian Bible”. 
The Old Testament is, admittedly, a 
jungle ; but with hi-** Key the way 
becomes plain, tho often agonizing 
experience of real people becomes 
a gripping story with relevance to 
our own condition.

Dr Suwyor's bonk, sub-tiilcd “ New 
Per.-ipcciives in Old Testament 
Study”, is bused mi it course at a 
Christum Education conference, iuul 
nrgnos strongly for rite unity of the 
Bible, and for the integral part in 
it of the Old Tc.sruineiu, now so 
apt to he left nut of our religious 
education programmes. The ques- 
tion is nor so much " I Tow ”, hut 
“ Why did each bonk dime to havu 
the shape it has ? Wiiat did the 
writers intend to sav to their read- 
ers or audiences ? ” 

In each or tho seven essays there 
ore valuable fresh insights on tho 
main types of writings, us histori- 
cal perspective is called into play. 
Chapter five, for insiuticc, is par- 
ticularly effective, on die Book of 
Psalms in its final form, on the 
odneationai role of Proverbs, nnd 
on that imported, foreign talc. Job. 
Of the Prophets he well describes 
their eccentricity, their loneliness 
nnd isolation, iltuii- embarrassing nir 
of authority, and their unit-align- 
ment; lie argues a case for treat- 
ing tiie Jsuiun corpus us a unity. 
Orthodnx Judaism is pusi-Macca- 
hcan Judaism, and reflects die pro- 
found influence of Hellenism. 

For Christians the Old Testament 
is so arranged — not so for Jews — 
that in the histories it t reals of 
things ns they were, in Wisdom 
llter-nure of things as they are, and 
in Prophets of tilings as they ought 
to become: the Bible is full of “ilte 
rapture of the forward view ’’. In- 
tellectually litis luiuk is the steepest 
lit the bunch.

To omtose tills 
movement was to be rebuked for 
liberalism as in the case of New-

The enormous surge of Irish immi- 
grants and the social and economic 
problems of rtfe Industrial revolu- 
tion, demanded a disproportionate 
toheern on the part of tho Catholic 
hierarchy in England. In many ways 


the Ciithnlic church was conspicuous 
and even heroic iu its ruspun.se in 
those needs — especially in the case 
of Cardinal Manning and his in- 
volvement in tl.'e dock strike of ISfhi 
at tiie age nf 82. Nevertheless the 
book is predominately the record of 
a failure to respond ns u missionary 
force to the more dial long Lug needs 
of English Catholic ism us a whole — 
university and higher education nnd 
an intelligent response to liberalism 
and modernism together with* u 
truly English cultural involvement 
in all aspects of iiatioiiR'l life. Ultra- 
niontanism ex pressed a citadel 
temperament to all titnt was not 
Roman, papal nnd therefore irrefut- 
able, culminating in rite Syllabus of 
Error of 18G4, the Vatican dogma of 
infallibility in 1870 mid the declara- 
tion of invalidity of Anglican orders 
1896, conspicuously chain pioued by 
Vaughan, the founder of the Catho- 
lic Trull/ Society. 

There nre tin heroes in the book. 
Newman is the patient, continuing 
devout and intelligent spirit of nine- 
teenth-century Cutholic witness, 
deeply disturbed us editor of the 
Rambler, prnmgouisr of Ciuliolic 
involvement in higher education and 
sympathetic to the evolutionary 
thought nf Miviu-L nnd the school of 
higher criticism. Manning emerges 
as u man nf deep compassion, 
greatly respected and befriended by 
Florence Nightingale in ills social 
concent and genuine compassion for 
llio pastoral needs of the Catholic 
poor in the new und largo industrial 
Cities of the north. At the same 
time, however, it wus Manning who 
championed a hluniiu UUruinmt-

tan ism in tiie Dublin Review of 
186.3 calling fur “ downright, mascu- 
line nnd decided Ciitiudio— mure 
Rum an than 'Runic, and more Ultra- 
moniune ili.m the Pope himself." 

So the bool: shows mi overlay 
of a Catholicism largely dimiiiimud 
by the Irish needs, proselytising 
Roman policies and indifferent and 
aggressive alike towards English 
society, its broader needs and its 
characteristic objectives. Before 
and beneath tins overlay was the 
more temperate spirit of a Bishop 
Ullathornc who represents a pro- 
gressive form of English Catholic- 
ism and if such a spirit had pre- 
vailed the ecclesiastical scene In the 
twentieth century might Imve been 
very different. 

Derek Holmes reminds us that in 
die 1830s the Archbishop nf Canter- 
bury and the Bishop ot Oxford of 
tiie day had approved a scheme ot 
Auglican reunion with Rome. It 
was the events of the papal 
aggression of Wiscntan through to 
the indifferent triumphalism of 
Vaughan which buried such a 
possibility beneath a Catholicism 
which was totally equated with 
Rome nnd Uitrom ontanism on the 
olio hand and an intellectual 
massacre In the name of pastoral 
concern for a largely Irish immi- 
grant community on the other hand. 

Ia is too much no hone that the 
unfortunate history of the develop- 
ment of tho Catholic church in the 
nineteenth, century may yet bo 
countered by a new spirit, which 
uncovers again the earlier charac- 
teristics of U lint home’s Catholicism, 
In tiie latter-day hierarchy of West- 
minster in the second half of tho 
twentieth century?

It 
s entitled “Teaching Religion in a 
Secular Plural Society To some 
extent this >* a critique of the Bir- 
mingham Agreed Syllabus nnd 
Handbook through un examination 
of the words “ religion ", “ secu- 
iurity" mid "teaching”. I can- 
not help concluding that much of 
the force nf his rrgument is lost in 
word play but that ihe points he 
makes, particularly about the diffi- 
culties of Lcaclihig tiny thing objec- 
tively, be it history, literature or 
religion, nnd the assertion that the 
open approach encouraged by tiie 
syllabus itself indicates a form of 
commitment, deserve further atten- 
tion. However, this important con- 
tcrciicc report highlights not only 
the problems of teaching 
Christianity in Britain today, but 
also the broader and deeper Issues 
which face Christians who are in- 
volved in education at all levels 
From the mirsory school to tho uni- 
versity Riid In denominational as 
well as maintained schools. The 
churches might set up another 
"Durham Commission" to examine 
and analyse the difficutlies facing 
Chrlstinns in education and in the 
teaching of Christianity — issues w 
which the CEM conference report 
gives too little attention — and 
attempt to provide a theology of 
education for our time.

In the past few munllis there hits 
been mi muisuulty strong burst uf 
activity ut the C hell eti hum Museum 
und Art Gallery. Various chi hirer is' 
worksheets nil Lhc vario'is exhibits 
have been designed and produced, 
on pottery for example, which asks 
such questions as how many 
handles to a tyg and how many feet 
to a pipkin. 

Another team of worker < lias 
been engaged cm rwo research pro- 
jects, one into music making m 
Chelienliam and the oilier into tiic 
family of lhc coin poser, Holst, who 
used to live in the town. A third 
leum has been curnlotiuiiig the 
museum's collection of fine nrr, and 
in the process unearthing a number 
of hitherto unknown acquis it inns. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
aspect about those three projects 
is i ha c they are ail work creation 
schemes, employing some eight 
young people, nearly all with first 
degrees and some with further 
qualifications. 

Their achievements in the few 
months in which they have been 
operating says as much about the 
slate of the museum service in the 
country us it does about youth 
employment. In particular it gives 
a Mart ling indication of just how 
much could be done in tliu museum 
service if only there were more 
rcsou rcM ava i I n b I e. 

The museum ut OielieiiIi.ini 
veetiis typical uf many others 
founded in the midst uf that wave 
of municipal dti-gumliiig at the end 
of the nineteenth ccminv. 

Between .the wars it received a 
vatic ty :i>f other ; collection*, and, 
htrflt up a' stack of alxnii 1,400 


pain lings, prints and dm wings,

The mu sou it i and art gallery 
shares its principal premises with 
the town library, and for many 


years was administered by a sue- 
cession tvf libruvituvc urn tors. The 
i wo services were separated in 
1068, and since 1973 the director of 
the museum imd art gallery has 
been pact of rite leisure services 
department of tile district council. 

The present direct nr was 
appointed in 1973. David Addison 
is one uf the new breed of profes- 
sional museum administrators, with 
a first degree in fine arts, u teach- 
ing diploma, some years experi- 
ence, first, as a teacher, then, as a 
mus emu education officer, und a 
diploma in museum work. He 
emphasizes . conservation, preserva- 
tion and cducutiou us well as col- 
lecting. 


Now there is a much snvillvr 
“ permanent ’* exhibition, as well as 
changing displays of some more ol 
the periiiinieiu stock; temporary 
exhibit Ions, though these last for 
months rather tliun weeks ; lunch- 
time lectures mid poetry recitals. 
David Addison also emphasizes the 
value of research by members uf 
staff, nnd of the need to run an 
identification (hut not n valuation) 
service for mom burs of the com- 
mmiiiy.

Shihh I louse mini knew what geo- 
graphy was. After ail he had taught 
it ia a gruniiiuir school for 30 yeais. 
As his pupil 4 ., ivc knew it inn. He 
would talk ahnuL mulches and enf- 
fin.s f it nn Sivcdeu. C-O-A-L spells 
POWER and the latest cricket 
scores for 30 minutes, then we 
turned to our Stembridge or Plckics 
and read a little, often starting to 
copy a map before the lesson ended, 
to be completed for homework. 

Once D. C. Clark went to sleep 
during n lesson and wc left him to 
wake up in the next class, about 
halfway through tlielr history lesson. 
But the old regional routine of posi- 
tion, relief, geology, climate, vegeta- 
tion, agriculture, industry, communi- 
cations. sutLiemunt und population 
was interesting and Slush helped 
everyone to get good examination 
results. He wus the epitome of a 
geogruphy teacher of the 1940a and 
1950s : ever active, restless, know- 
ledgeable, well-travelled, interested 
in world affnirs, anecdotal, humor- 
ous, deputy head and CCF officer, 
but nn field worker. Perhaps many 
pooplu will hnvo lind their image 
of geography created by their own 
Slushes. 

Or will It have come from the

actions with the vegetative cover. 

This change o f emphasis is partly 
the result of a changed way of look- 
ing at problems, and partly a 
reflection of the environmentol 
concern of tlio past decade or moro. 
Certainly it is reflecied in signifi- 
cant changese of syllabus In public 
examinations over the country as a 
whole, which are ensuring that the

The recent revolu- 
tion ill geology, ns reflected in our 
understand in g of the character mid 
behaviour of lie earth's crust, will 
also be discussed. This is followed 
by the theme of integration in an 
environmental context, with both 
general problems and sped lie en- 
vironments heiug evaluated. Within 
This section will lie the Macmillan 
Education Lecture on “ The risks 
hiicI hen el its of pollution ” Lhat will 
be given by the chairman of the 
Royal Commission on Environ- 
mental Pollution, Lord Ashby. 
Thirdly, the theme of the applica- 
tion of physical geography lo the 
study and solution of “real world M 
problems will be illustrated, while 
the fourth rheme is the basic one 
of physicnl geography and educa- 
tion. 

This will in fact begin the con- 
ference, with the president's discus-

policy and practical issues — pro- 
lenis of field work in protected 
landscapes, field techniques in 
hydrology, and the place nf physicnl 
geography In environmental educa- 
tion, finishing with the intriguing 
tilie “Blit 1 can't do Unit kind of 
work with my kids 

For a subject Unit has always 
prided itself on its fundainemuj con- 
fern with landscape and the en- 


vironment. geography hits played u 
disappointingly small part in tile 
cnvlrnn menial debate nf the past 
decade. To sonic extent this was 
almost mi accident nf history, since 
public awareness of environmental 
issues coincided with u period when 
geography was rest ruct tiring itself 
anil changing its essential approach 
to its field nf study. Moreover, it 
whs a rime when Iiiiiiihii geography 
was the ure.i nf maximum cliuqge 
and ferment, and was thus perhaps 
rhe main focus of imcninl concern. 
The changes in physical geography 
have proceeded at a slower and 
steadier puce, while at the same 
time embracing more I him the 
metliodriloglcul un<l conceptual 
changes that have affected geo- 
graphy as u whole. 

A greater degree of scientific 
competence, a move to laboratory 
analysis and experimentation ami 
ait acceptance of the need for a far 
higher level nf technological sup- 
port., luve all I men added on to the 
quantitative and philosophical deve- 
lopments within tile field, hut these 
changes had not been fully i in pie- 
men tetl by rhe mitl-IOGOs. 

However, physical geography uiul 
physical geographers now would 
seem ro he equipped for rapid nnd 
significant' expansion and advance 
in the discipline, and the concern of 
rhe Geographical Association con- 
ference and with die rnic of physi- 
cal geography is both pertinent and 
timely, The realization of this 
potential however is in the hands 
of present mid future geography 
touchers at all levels, and will re- 
quire them to draw more heavily 
on basic science to develop compe- 
tences that are at present only 
intent and lo integrate their subject 
more fully into the curriculum us 
u whole. With effective pi aiming 
and the adequate scientific training 
of part ici pants, physical geography 
should be at the point nf lift-off. 
Now is the Lime to “ light the blue 
touch paper and retire " — Lhmigli the

“ Biogcography? ” — the usual deflat- 
ing response us the geography 
teacher smiles wisely and murmurs, 

11 1 leave all that to the biologists 
The implication is clearly that bio- 
gcagraphy is merely concerned with 
plant and animal adaiuatlons or with 
the Lhcorcticul distribution of soils 
mid plants, to be memorized ami 
explained by climate alone, “ What 
about systems ? ” I sny, M and pro- 
cesses, local studies, quantification, 
laud-use decisions, prediction, simu- 
lations, land planning, world re- 
sources and pollution ? " “ You and 
your jargon,'* laughs the teacher 
dismiss! vely. 

In spite of su cli discouragement 
r still believe that the systems 
approach to 1) ion eng rap by offers us 
a new framework for nur geography 
teaching and means Hint wu can 
return to the proper study of mati- 
ciivlroimicut relationships at any 
scale wo chooso and in as simple or 
ns complex a way as wa wish. 

Even In junior school children 
understand the Utiks betwoen living' 
things— tho big bad wolf cuts the 
pig; the spider oats the fly. All 
child ron know tho answer to the 
elephant child's question In tho Just 
So stories ; ‘Wlmt does the croco- 
dile Imvo for dinner ? ” Kipling, 
.ahead of his time, oven quantified 
the Elephant Child’s food for us. Tho 
new hlogcographor can now express 
all such observations In systems 
form, as in the drawing above. 

This may seem a trivial cxnmplo 
but it Illustrates (he hajsic concept 
hohind the now b Inge ogrnphy— the 
ecosystem. The systems approach 

g ives better solutions to problems 
i tho real world because it has 
restored balance to our thinking 
and has 9hown that man is port of 
tho ecosystom os well as being Its 
manipulator. It has also placed 
emphasis on process and thereby 
changed the naiura of our study 
from one giving a static view of the 
world to one showing dynamic 
change. In the past geographers 
took a snapshot view or the earth 
end - explained it in terms of the 
factors at the time; now we look 
at raws of processes and see how 
these vary and bring about changed 
distribution. 

If we again use the example of 
the Just So stories, we coufd ask 
what arc tbe processes involved 
here and hofr can theso vary ? The 
diagram might look like this;

undorstunding of rhe significance of 
such questions and their tonimivc 
answers by the citizens of tbe 
future must make them better 
custodians of ilm earth's resources 
I lien their fathers. 

Until recently geographical study 
seemed to hu splintering as students 
pursued their own purlieu lar topics, 
diverging further umt further into 
other disciplines. Diogeogruphy, 
however, could form the link be- 
tween human and physical geo- 
graphy ; it could bo the focus of 
geographical ideas on slope, soils, 
plants, imimuls, economic geo- 
graphy, farming, urban geography, 
climate. These are bold cl a I ms for 
hiogcography but i believe they aro 
vnlhl. 

Rut how can all these methodo- 
logical ideas he translated into 
interesting mid worthwhile lessons 
in. school? All good geography 
Starts with observing, nml record- 
ing lit the field und biogeogrunhy 
Is mi exception. Much simple field 
work may be done literally on tho 
school field as well as perhaps pro- 
viding a more advent iirutix trip to 
8iiii(l dime, moorland nr woodbind. 

As with most physical (rather 
than human) geography, measuring 
instruments are required, blit theso 
uead not bo chiburuia and inuy often 
bo home-made. Much quantified 
work, (or Instance, may be based 
on moasu ronton u miulu using four 
10-incrro lengths of string, a home- 
niada hypsometer and a quarter 
girth tnpa. Those simple tools 
onnble the volume nf wood in tree 
trunks lit a pinch of forestry com- 
mission laud to hu calculated. Tho ‘ 
ehlof fore star will know the age of 
his trees so one could then reckon 
tho rate of tlie trees’ productivity. 

Surveys of the vegetntion In dff- 
ferent parts of the playing field 
could be compared to show the in- 
fluence on growth rates of various 
. site conditions such* as slope, shade 
and trampling. Plants form the 
- link between the non-living and 1 iv- 
. ing worlds and arc the proper start- 
ing point for blogcuyraphical study. 

“But geographers plot things on 
maps” you say . . . biogengruphers 
do. too. Send out your pupils with 
a i : 10,000 map and usk them to re- 
cord the land use they sec. Then 
they should try to account for their 
finding in terms of measurements 
they havo made nf slope, soil, us- 
.tapiptwAture,. rainfall, drain- 
■ age, artimjl*, etc/ They, could draw 
graphs! to show relationships, for 
mstanco between slope and lord 
■ use. Comparisons could also be 
made of laud-use today with that 
of 20 years ago. The possibilities 
. ; are endless and it’s surprising how 
quickly such simple exercises kindle 
interest and enthusiasm.

farm maps, drift geology maps, iond-

Geography 1 1 lo 13 a case for reassessment? Asks Richard Kemp 


i„ looking at geography teaching 
I ,i ie lower reaches ut .secondary 
Us two questions most urgently 
consideration: what precisely 
hnuld be tbe teaching aims and 
ubject objectives for this pre-exam 
Sod, mid how should . geography 
iMchins be orgumxed in relation 
n other humanities subjects. 

Anv department cun broadly out- 
, in . ito aims und objectives for 
woeraphy in the first tliree years, 
hut they often in such general 
Sms as: "To give pupilsn good 
bounding in the basic princmles, 
ind to encourage them to think 
Biographically.” We need to be 
much more definite about aims in 
these first three years. No doubt 
most departments would, rlghiJv, 
include an Introduction to mapworlc 
and basic ideas of the form and 
«hape of the earth’s surface ; most 
syllabuses would probably include 
settlement and farming studies But 
if we want to provide u gcographlctil 
framework of background facts and 
concepts on which to build in the 
fuurlh and fifth years, we ought to 
Im more precise. 

A relevant discusion paper lias 
been produced bv a study group In 
Oxfordshire ("The Child at 13- 
Fjipectatious m the field nf Human- 
ities’'). In broad terms it is sue- 

a that by the age of 13 pupils 
have studied some aspects, 
uul gained an understanding of key 
Ideas in each of the following 
topics: settlement, agriculture, 

manufacturing industry, physical 
- environment (including iandfarms, 
processes and weather systems) and, 
a possible, population and trans- 
port 

Pupils should study these ideas 
ujing examples at differing scales: 
local, national, continental and 
world; when practicable titc local 
urirormient should form the start- 
ing point, Exnmples should be 
drawn from both tlie developed and 
developing worlds. 

The settlement theme breaks 
down like this ; 

tt) Settlements are established 
for a variety of economic, social 
and nttonl purposes. 


f2> Precise locaiimt may depend 
largely on site characteristics. 

. 13) Accessibility is a major factor 
m the development of seuk-mems. 

(4) Different land-use patterns 
may be identilied in larcer settle- 
ments. 

(5) Large settlements normally 
have more functions than smaller 
ones, and settlements may be 
ordered in a hierarchy L«y size and 
function. 

(G) There Is movement of people, 
goods, money and ideas between 
and within settlements. 

(7) Settlements have spheres ol 
influence that vary in size accord- 
ing to size and functions. 

(8) Settlements are subject to 
growth, deeny and change in func- 
tions. 

(9) There are various patterns 
and regularities in settlement distri- 
bution. 

In addition to this outline one 
could suggest that pupils should 
have a knowledge of basic world 
locations — seas and oceans, con- 
tinents, major countries and cities, 
regions of physical distinction such 
as deserts, mountains, rain 
forests, grasslands, extreme cold, 
and a more detailed knowledge of 
locations in Britain. 

To many this outline of what 
should be achieved by tbe end of 
the third year may look ambitious, 
mid certainly presumes u well orga- 
nized teaching of the subject from 
11 onwards, if not in primary or 
middle schools us well. This is n 
fair criticism, although one could 
still maintain thut it does repre- 
sent a target ut which to aim, even 
if one recognizes thui less able 
pupils muy only achieve a simple 
understanding of the ideas outlined. 

The omphasi* needs to be on 
ideas as well os Tacts, for both 
these elements arc crucial for 
pupils who wi 11 be following a 
modern syllabus at O level and 
CSE ; to complete these syllabuses 
iu under two years is a challenges 
in itself, mid so proper grounding 
in both facts and ideas must never 
be underestimated. 


The second question — bow geo- 
graphy should he organized in rela- 
tion to other liiiinaniLics Mihjccis — 
is less straight L>r ward ; more a 
question of ideology tliun of pure 
geography. 

Tlie trend over the past decade 
hus been to intvgiutv 1 1 to 13 
geography, u*iiull.v with hisiorv uml 
religious education, and sometimes 
with English as well. Such “huma- 
nities” schemes vary considerably. 
Some are operated only in the first 
year, while many others carry on 
into the second and n few until the 
third. Most luiimmiiiL's schemes arc 
taught on u mixed ability basis, 
particularly in the first year, while 
others operate on a broad band, or 
even set basis. Tlie original Idea 
behind many of the schemes was 
to have block timetabling of 
classes, so that the varied skills 
of teachers could be fully employed 
in some form of team teaching. 

Tlie real heart of the humanities 
question is not concerned with the 
theory of integration (although one 
suspects that many geographers 
would make out a cose against this), 
but with its practical implementa- 
tion. Lack of specialist accommoda- 
tion, allied to the restrictions of 
large School timetabling, may at one 
stroke destroy the team teaching 
ideal, which depends on classes 
being taught at the same time ut 
the same place. 

A more serious problem could be 
the demands mixed-ability humani- 
ties places on teachers’ skills. Rela- 
Relatively young and inexperienced 
teachers are being asked to provide 
a .sound factual and conceptual 
basi9 to pupils of -high and low 
ability, in a range of subjects that 
mi^ht include history, religious edu- 
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cation, English ns well as geography. 
Is it fair to both teacher and pupils 
to ask the specialist geographer to

consistency of facuiuj and concep- 
tual grounding thut shows itself in 
tho (our th mul fifth years. 

' Many would consider that tho 
time has come for Integrated 
human itios to justify its position 
as guardian of 11 to' 13 geography. 
One need not suggest that this justi- 
fication is collective— thut is largely 
a matter of ideology — but that each 
individual humanities department 
must seriously ask themselves two 
questions ; 

Is humanities providing a sound 
and consistent grounding in rhe 
integrated subjects, In order to 
help meet the exam requirements 
of years four and five ? The 
emphasis should be on both die 
factual and conceptual soundness, 
und on die overall consistency of 
this grounding. 

Are pupils of ell abilities being 
provided with courses till at are both 
stimulating and intellectually chal- 
lenging 7 The standards set In 
academic demand at il to 13 must 
be reflected through tho school. 
Unless the answer to both questions 
is strongly affirmative, humanities 


will always be open to tbe charge 
that academic progress Us being 
sacrificed on the 'altar of social 
development. 

On the positive side, tlie contri- 
bution of humanities has been in 
many cases to introduce a greater 
creative elentoju into geography tea- 
ching at 1 1 to 13. That the acquisi- 
tion of basic geographical skills and 
fuels can be welded to srinuilotinfi 
crentlve work is un idea long over- 
due, but tlmt is now taking root. 
For example, who it teaching map- 
work skills nf scale, distance mea- 
surement and direction finding^ in- 
creased pupil interest can be genera* 
ted by setting the exercise against 
the buckdrup of, say, directing a 
search party to a clashed aircraft 
nn a deserted island. Agreed that 
some basic concepts mid facts must 
be mastered.— but thoir acquisition 
should be integrated as far as pos- 
sible with varied and interesting 
techniques and practical tasks whlcn 
in themselves aid the acquisition of 
basic skills.

It is .significant that ouc of the 
bnsic problems for geography in the 
16-19 age group is precisely the 
widening abyss between physical 
and human geography. When the 
Geography 16-19 Project teum com- 
menced work in 1976, analysis of 
the situation suggested that the 
trend through the late 1960s ami 
early 1970s hud been for physical 
geography to become so specialized 
that it was in danger of becoming' 
firmly ensconced in the earth 
sciences.

Close ties and common 
concerns 

W. JR. Mead describes ihe three national organizations serving English geography 


English geography has three 
national organization* each of which 
has a different history and plays 
a cliff eront rola in tlio promotion 
and development of the subject. 
In order of establishment, they are 
the Royal Geographical Society, the 
Geographical Association and the 
lustitnto of British Geographers. 
Scotland has its awn Royal Scottish 
Geographical Society. 

The Royal Geographical Society, 
which is approaching its 150th birth- 
day, whs conceived in the same de- 
code as the geographical societies of 
Paris and Berlin. It was the inspira- 
tion Of a group of travellers (who 
had already established their own 
Raleigh Dining Club in 182G) and it 
absorbed the African Association, 
founded in 1788 for the promotion 
of discovery in Africa. In its Royal 
Charter, the society’s objectives nro 
described os " ihe advancement of 
geographical science ” and “ tha 
Improvement and diffusion of geo- 
graphical knowledge”. For those 
who contributed to these objectives 
academically and in the field, the 
society has a range of medals and 
awards. 

It has also pursued a long and 
mud i-underesli mated educational 
role. In 1833 its first secretary. 
Captain Alexander Maconochie, 
HN, moved to the first chair of 
geography at University College 
London. In the 1870s llio society 
was already running geogrupical 
comixultiojis for schoolchildren. A 
decade later, it took the initiative 
in the csrahlislunent of geography 
as a university subject at Oxford 
and Cambridge. While it continues 


to mount and encourage mujiir 
research expeditions, it is increas- 
ingly involved with Kcrecning, 
advising and supporting under- 
graduate expeditions, l-'ur its cduca- 
■ tionnl corporate members tho 
society arranges sixth form and 
careers symposia, Tho extern. .of 
the society's national and inter- 
national contacts Is attested in its 
archive collection, while Its llhrary 
is one of the best of its kind in 
the world and its map collection 
one of tiio largest in Europe. 

Tho society has always had its 
awn premises. Sinco 1912, it lias 
occupied Low the r Lodge on Ken- 
sington Gore — a Noonan Shaw 
house and nu architecturally listed 
building, ft has nearly 7,000 
members, representing a .: great 
range of interests and its fellowship 
embraces both a layman’s concern 
for geography and u profession! 
interest in It. 

Both the Geographical Association 
and the Institute of British Geo- 
graphers are professional organiza- 
tions. The Geographical Association 
had its roots in tho Royal Gen- 
graphical Society .and canto lute 
being in 1893 lo further the know- 


ledge of geography au<l to act ns a 
forum for all teachers of geography. 
It has achieved Its purpose with 
remarkable effect. Today, there are 
60 branches of tho association dis- 
tributed throughout the length nnd 
breadth of the country ■ and seven 
section committees and working 
groups. They provide 8,000 members 
with programmes of lectures, work- 
ing meetings, field excursions ami 
un old-osMblislicri nnd popular 
annual conference. Tho association 
lias been influential in the prepara- 
tion of curricula a ml sy I In buses, in 
raising teaching standards, in woo^ 
log schoolchildren, to geography

Press, 1976). For a few countries, 
like Paraguuy, virtually no informa- 
tion about .soil distribution existed 
a«d the Soil Map ’of the World pro- 
ject gave the impetus to fill the gnp. 
So cffectivo was this slimo lut, dim 
South America, tlte soils of which 
had hecu little studied before I960, 
tvan the first continent to be com- 
pleted. It lias keen followed by 
Africa North America, South Rust 
Asia, Australia and Oceania.

What is 
clearly wrong uod dangerous, how- 
ever, is h growing tendency on 
eidier side to see the obligation gap 
as a justification for the compre- 
hension one. Unless more is none 
to reverse this trend, physical geo- 
graphy will become increasingly dif- 
ficult to advocate in schools. 

All school children need suffi- 
cient exposure to physical geography 
to devefop their broad appreciation 
mid concern for our natural environ- 
ment. This must include- some in- 
sight into the role played by key 
research insofur as such knowledge 
influences man's Impact upon 
nature. Some have argued that this 
is better done by odier natural 
sciences and not within geography 
us such. 

However, while studios of clouds, 
mill, soils, plants, run-off, evapora- 
tion and so on might he thoroughly 
treated ns special entities by physi- 
cists, chemists nnd biologists, who 
Heals with the wholeness of such 
topics ami their Impact ? When tlie 
generalist approach to course selec- 
tion is in vogue with N and F pro- 
posals and there is u growing 
concern over earth's environment, 
it would be a grave mixta ku for 
geographers in parllculur to sur- 
render the wholeness of their 
upprouch fur n mare specific one. 

Wholeness dues not necessarily 
mean “every III lug", us some 

geographers have vainly supposed. 
Uni Iter, ii implies that u balanced 
view will be taken -of the iiiiiural 
ami Im ni a n forces .shaping the 
earth ; in some chosen topics the 
natural forces might tie uiiiplitthi/uil, 
others might roi|iiire un entphusis 
upon the human. .The recent case 
made by the Schools Council 16 to 
19 Geography Project team, there- 
fore, in focus upon a nun and 
environment paradigm is both 
timely nnd welcome. Yet, they will 
I have to exercise greut cure, Thu 


term “environment'’ is not Ixuiml 
to embody a fair lialuiice of physical 
and human aspects. 

Although this question remains 
unanswered, the project \s preference 
for scule rather than .specified 
countries is clearly u more satis- 
factory means of clionsiug amis und 
topics' to study. Furthermore, by 
easing lIic log jam llmt is created 
by the current demands of regional 
geography in many syllabuses, there 
should be more lime to bo reflective 
about the crucial physical mid 
human balance. 

In seeking n good balance, more 
care must be given to the respective 
ways in which the acts of Chid and 
acts oE man are presumed. It is 
easy to rake for granted the every- 
day influences of natural processes 
und to highlight the extremes ns 
hazards. No doubt our increasingly 
sheltered way ot life leads us to 
suppose thui nature only asserts 
herself in the spectacular or cata- 
strophic event. 

Tlie pioneers of physical geo- 
graphy who lived closer to the 
elements would be unconvinced, 
however, and it is wot'Lh remember- 
ing James Hutton's dictum that 
‘'chaos tuid confusion are not to be 
i m rod need into the order of nature 
because certain things appear to our 
partial views as uciug in some 
disorder *\ 

By unwillingly suppressing every- 
day physical aspects for admittedly 
more obvious human ones, ninny 
school geography courses must iiuiii- 
teiiiionully present the former as 
exceptional and Lite latter as com- 
monplace. While former claims by 
geographers for physical forms umi 
processes controlling most human 
activities cannot be justified, smite 
caution is now needed to resist ail 
excess of isotropic Mirfucvs mul 
uniform environments. 

The pressures aguiust physical 
geography from without are no less 
than those from within hut more 
difficult to roulrol. During a time 
of rapid change, when many eduru- 
liana | trends seem to he moving in 
several different directions at once, 
it. may nppoiir wrong to suggest ih.it 
any uniform threat exists ; hut. the 
follow i ng see uur io seems worthy of 
ronsidni-ulion regarding ihc fate of 
physical geography.

Above all, perhaps, 
they aflfond now opportunities for 
goograplicrs to put tiudr iralning 
into practice Jn ways -wliicli can 
only benefit their fellow men 
through a better identification, 
assessment and surveillance of prob- 
lems Eke thoso in die LDC’s where 
information from the ground is so 
inadequate. Hopes are rising that 
the effect of environmental diffi- 
culties may be reduced, oven if their 
underlying causes prove more in- 
transigent. 

For such a vision to be realised 
environmental remote sensing tech- 
niques must be taught mucli more 
widely than they arc today.

Mnrcel Duchamp Interview is un 
obvious exumple. 

Despite the bathos, Dada and Sur- 
realism had their beginnings ill dis- 
gust at the outrage of the First 
World War. The film opens with 
the Information that by 1916 tiirca 
million people hud died. It closes 
with tlie dentils of Breton mid 
Duchamp -SO years nr so later. Dur- 
ing that ibme disgust liad given way 
to celebration. Today, puchnmp, 
Breton and their colleagues are 
heroes, the three million and niore 
arc forgotten. 

Unlike Cubism, the only rival art 
movement of this century,, which 
grew out of a completely private, 
even osotoric, interest into an inter- 
national force, Dada and Surrealism 
rook issue with society from the be- 
ginning. Despite the frequently 
repeated statement that Dada was 
anarchic and chaotic in its protest 
the film reveals just haw focused 
it was, in Berlin at least. 

Later, in Paris, we are reminded 
of tills; “Dada is a facade for 
German infiltration”. The director,

Of course Surrealist works arc 
appropriated, misinterpreted, re- 
duced to u commodity. Only by in- 
sisting on work that Is unc:ltwsifl- 
able and Indefinable can Surrealism 
remain disconcerting und resist 
being absorbed Into bourgeois 
culture. 

Well, it has been absorbed. This 
Is the longest, most expensive film 
project over undertaken by tlie 
Arts. Council, which speaks for 
itself. As one more history of 
Dada and Surrealism the film 


stands in favourable comparison 
with any other, but like them it 


leaves one dissatisfied. Somewhere 
among all those contradictions there 
is surely a lesson to be learned.
